I have  l lie  honoui  to  submit  the  Slst  Annual  Repo  t ol  tin  Medical 
Olliccr  ol  Health  lor  the  year  1955. 

\s  was  the  ease  last  year,  housing  inspection  claimed  most  ol  the 
Health  Department's  time.  Nine  months  were  spent  on  inspection  ol 
houses  in  the  Charles  Street  Clearance  \rca  which  contains  some  500 
houses,  the  largest  single  area  ever  inspected  in  the  town.  In  prepartition 
lor  the  new  Rood  and  Drugs  \et,  detailed  inspections  ol  lood  premises 
were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

['he  main  vital  statistics  lor  1955  show  little  change  I rum  those  ol 
the  previous  year.  Over  the  hist  twelve  months  the  population  ol  the 
Borough  rose  In  70  rout  the  figure  ol  29,10(1  m 1954.  I lie  Birth  Rate, 
21.25  per  1,000  population  was  practicalU  the  same  as  hist  year.  I he 
Still  Birth  Rate  tell  Irom  24.58  deaths  per  1,000  live  and  still  births  lor 
1954  to  20.54.  L'nfortunatclv,  the  Infant  Mortaiitr  Rate  did  not  follow 
this  downward  trend  ns  this  year  s figure  ol  27.1  per  1,000  live  births 
is  the  highest  recorded  since  the  rates  ol  the  post-war  years  1940-1951. 
lass  inlants  died  Irom  inlection  but  this  was  counter-balanced  bv  the 
i m retis  ■ in  deaths  due  to  birlh  trauma.  The  Ceneral  Detith  Rate  rose 
from  11.27  per  1,000  population  to  12.07.  As  in  1954,  one  mother  lost 
her  lilt  during  child-birth 

I here  was  a rise  in  the  number  ol  inlectious  diseases  notiliul  during 
1955.  I lie  diseases  responsible  lor  this  were  measles,  whooping  cough 
and  d . sen  ter  \ . The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  not  i lied  in  March 
were  double  those  ol  |anuarv,  while  in  April  then  was  a further  rise. 
There  was  a slight  decrease  in  Muv,  this  trend  continuing  until  Septem- 
ber. 

Last  year  51  new  cases  ol  pulmonar\  tuberculosis  were  liscovered, 
51  lewer  than  in  the  pr  wious  year.  litis  rear  th.e  figure  is  49.  Lite 
death  rate  Irom  the  respiratory  type  ol  the  disease  fell  Irom  0.27  oer 
1,000  population  to  0.17.  Last  year  and  this  rear  one  death  Irom  non- 
pulmonarv  tuberculosis  was  recorded. 

I wo  events  ol  note  occurred  during  the  year.

rear  ol  a Hostel  w ith  places  for  20  old  people  ol  ‘ it  h e i-  se\,  in  the 
southern  part  oi  the  town  I he  need  lor  such  aecommndnl ion  has  been

I hat  Hostel  accommodat ion  slid  does  not  solve  completely  *he 
problem  ol  the  aged  is  borne  out  by  the  case  of  the  Irail  old  lady  who 
died  at  home  while  awaiting-  admission  to  hospital.  She  lived  alone 
with  no  relatives  in  the  district  and  had  been  in  ill-health  on  and  oil  for 
about  a year.  She  had  been  admitted  to  Hospital  on  two  occasions  lor 
short  periods,  but  during  her  terminal  illness  she  had  to  rule  on  the 
services  ol  a domestic  home  help,  kindly  neighbours  and  occasional  visits 
I rom  her  doctor,  the  Home  Nurse  and  Health  Visitor  winch  meant  she 
had  to  remain  unattended  for  most  of  the  evening  and  night. 

Since  1948  the  Hospital  Service  has  been  responsible  tor  the  care  of 
the  aged  needing  hospital  treatment,  and  Local  Health  Authorities  have 
had  power  to  provide  Hostel  accommodation  lor  the  ambulant  aged. 
However,  there  are  some  old  people  who  do  not  lit  into  either  ol  these 
categories.  fhev  are  in  intermittent  ill-health  and  have  difficulty  in 
looking  after  themselves  in  their  own  homes  but  are  not  ill  enough  to 
need  hospital  treatment.  These  semi  invalids  are  falling  victim  to  too 
rigid  administration  ol  the  three  branches  of  the  Health  Service,  and  the 
National  Health  Service  as  a whole  should  accept  liability  for  these 
patients.  More  liaison  is  required  between  Hospital  Heriatric  Units  and 
Local  Health  Authoritv  Hostels,  so  that  cases  may  be  passed  I rom  one 
to  th*  other  as  is  appropriate. 

The  ( leneral  Practitioner  gives  old  people  his  attention  in  their 
homes,  th<-  Local  Health  Authoritv  provides  a Nursing  Service,  there- 
fore, it  is  not  unreasonable  to  expect  the  Hosoilal  Service  to  assist  when 
the  patient  requires  more  care  than  can  be  given  at  home. 

The  second  event  of  note  during  the  year  was  the  acceptance  by  the 
Borough  Corporation  of  the  1'ovvn  Map  proposing  better  living,  working 
ami  recreational  lacililies  lor  the  townspeople.  Part  ol  the  Plan  calls  lor 
the  re-development  of  the.  I'ovvn  Centre  which  will  wipe  out  the  physical 
evidence  of  the  distress  and  hardship  ol  the  "tirly  1930's.  When  the 
plans  are  realised  the  new  J arrow  will  be  worthy  ol  its  inheritance. 

Mav  I express  mv  thanks  to  my  Chairman,  Members  ol  the  Com- 
mittees, my  lellovv  officials  ol  the  t orporation,  and  mv  stall  m the  Health 
Department  for  their  invaluable  help  and  co-operation  throughout  the 
v car.

(2)  Physical  and  Social  Conditions. 

(a)  Description  of  the  Area. 

I he  Borough  ol  | arrow  is  roughlv  rectangular  in  shape.  I he  Kast 
and  West  boundaries  are  contiguous  with  those  ol  South  Shields  Count) 
Borough  and  Hebburn  I’rban  District  respect ivelv,  while  the  Newcastle 
Sunderland  Railway  line  delineates  (arrow  from  Boldon  Urban  District. 

The  River  Tyne  forms  the  northern  boundary.  This  water-front  is 
about  2 miles  long  and  contains  a large  steel  works,  ship  building  and 
repair  yards  and  an  oil  wharf.  The  eastern  end  is  formed  by  the  Jarrovv 
Slake  where  timber  yards  occupy  150  acres.  A vehicular  ferry  and 
pedestrian  tunnel  link  | arrow  with  Wallsend.  Future  development 
envisages  a large  vehicular  tunnel  linking-  Durham  County  with  North- 
umberland, near  this  pedestrian  tunnel. 

Ihe  northern  third  of  the  Borough  between  the  River  and  the  New- 
castle-South Shields  Kleetric  Railway,  is  the  most  congested  part  of  the 
town  and  many  of  the  houses  are  at  least  SO  years  old. 

I lie  houses  adjoining  the  riverside  works  are  sub-standard  and  are 
being  considered  lor  slum  clearance.  Because  of  shortage  of  land  for 
re-housing-  in  the  Borough,  much  of  this  area  will  need  to  be  cleared  and 
re-developed. 

Ihe  houses  in  the  remaining-  two-thirds  of  the  Borough  have  been 
built  in  this  Century.  The  population  density  and  house  densitv  of  this 
area  is  appro\imalelv  about  half  that  ol  the  northern  third  of  the 
Borough.

(a)  Town  Map  for  Jarrow  and  Hebburn. 

During'  the  year  the  Borough  t ouncil  considered  and  accepted 
the  1'own  Map  lor  Jarrow  and  Hebburn  which  had  been  prepared  bv  the 
County  Planning  Officer  and  his  stall'  in  accordance  with  the  Town  and 
Country  Planning-  \ct  1947.  1 he  following  summary  has  been  extracted 

lrom  this  Plan  of  Development,  and  1 am  imlebted  to  the  Count  v Plan- 
ning- Ollicer  who  lias  kindly  given  me  the  use  of  the  Photograph  at  the 
end  ol  this  Section  ol  the  Report. 

I he  Plan  sets  out  to  show  whai  should  be  the  planned  pattern  of  the 
towns  at  the  end  ol  20  years,  and  in  doing  so  the  planners  were  con- 
ironted  with  three  major  problems;  namelv  ; employment,  housing  and 
social  and  recreational  facilities. 

employment  in  the  area  is  unbalanced,  although  the  range  has 
widened  considerably  since  the  earlv  1990's.  There  is  still  a large  per- 
centage of  the  population  dependent  on  the  prosperity  of  the  shipbuilding 
and  ship  repairing  industry  for  their  livelihood. 

There  are  many  sub-standard  dwelling  houses  in  both  towns.  In  the 
middle  o!  1955,  it  was  estimated  that  IS. 79  of  houses  in  jarrow  and 
1 1.28  in  Hebburn  were  either  slum  property  at  that  time  or  suitable  for 
slum  clearance  between  1955  and  1965. 

.Main  new  social  and  recreational  facilities  are  needed  and  these 
facilities  will  be  adjusted  to  conlorm  to  the  expected  distribution  ol  the 
population  in  20  years’  time. 

The  main  proposals  in  the  Map  are  as  lollows:  — 

Population: — Having  regard  to  the  earlv  development  ol  the  towns, 
the  economic  state  ol  Tyneside  lor  the  10  tears  preceding  and  10  years 
following  the  last  war,  and  the  present  pattern  of  employment,  it  is 
estimated  that  the  population  will  remain  static  at  its  present  level  ol 
50,000. 

Mew  housing  accommodation  will  be  provided  lor  about  25,000  per- 
sons and  the  main  movement  of  population  will  be  lrom  the  old  central 
areas  of  [arrow  and  Hebburn,  to  the  southern  portions  of  each  town 
where  new  housing  estates  are  already  being  built.  About  7,000  persons 
will  leave  each  central  area,  and  about  1,000  persons  from  the  Spring- 
well  area  of  Jarrow. 

Re-development. — The  Central  area  of  Jarrow  at  present  contains 
shops,  industry,  and  sub-standard  dwellings.  The  comprehensive  devel- 
opment plan  for  this  area  envisages  a new  shopping  centre,  health  centre, 
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and  iu‘\\  I u j_; ! : densilv  housing  grouped  numil  I Ik-  existing  public  I » u i 1 ( 1 - 
in-'-.  I.ilt  lr  chan- 1-  will  lak.  place  in  ill;  pi-  .ml  residential  areas  ol 
Springvvvll.  Primrose  and  Billon  Mali  Building  i >1  m u house',  will  pro- 
ceed ( ,n  the  partialis  completed  council  estates  at  Sunonsn !c.  Il  is 
estimated  dial  the  overspill  population  will  cveiitunlb  lie  accommodated 
in  that  part  < > I Bolden  l .1).'.  . adjoining  the  southern  boundurv  ol  the 
Borough. 

In  llehhurn  the  main  (late:, head  South  Shields  Road  hvidcs  the 
town  into  a northern  residential  area  containing  the-  oldest  housing, 
induslrv,  and  two  straggling  -roups  ol  shops;  and  the  southern  area 
with  mier-war  semi-detached  proper! \ and  a new  ( ouneil  Housing 
Lstate  on  the  neighbourhood  unit  principle. 

In  the  northern  part,  ot  the  town  a large  part  ol  the  housin-  veil!  be 
dealt  with  b\  slum  -lcarni'ce,  and  redevelopment  will  lake  place  at  a 
lower  de.nsilv  A new  shoppin-  centre  will  come  into  being  m the 
St;»t ion  Road  area.  Tile  t ouneil  Housin-  Estates  will  continue  to  -row 
and  a portion  ol  Holdon  l .!).(  . will  be  available  lor  rehousing'  overspill 
from  the  existing'  central  area. 

The  present  shops  and  public  buildings  in  Ilebburn  are  not  grouped 
in  am  recognisable  town  centre.  Thus,  a new  Civic  Centre  is  planned 
at  the  junction  ol  \ ietoria  Road  anil  t ampbel!  Bark  Road,  which  will 
consist  ol  a Civic  and  Communitv  Hall,  ;t  Health  Centre,  a Public  Swim- 
ming Baths,  a Magistrates  Court,  a Sub-division  ol  Police  Headquarters 
and  a h ire  Station. 

Health  Services: — The  Countv  Council  intend  to  provide  two  Health 
Centres  in  Jarrovv,  the  first  in  the  Central  area  and  the  second  in  the 
Simonside  area.  A third  Health  Centre  w ill  be  provided  in  the  proposed 
new  Central  area  in  Ilebburn.  It  is  exjvceled  that  full  medical  and 
dental  services  lor  the  areas  served  will  be  available  in  these  Health 
Centres.  \ new  Ambulance  Depot  is  to  be  bull  in  Ilebburn  and  land 
has  been  allocated  for  extensions  to  Monk  ton  Hospital. 

Social,  Educational  and  Recreational  Facilities: — Only  restricted 
communitv  laciliiies  are  now  available  in  both  towns.  In  Ilebburn  the 
major  centres  tor  social  education  will  be  the  Communitv  and  Youth 
Ccntr-  which  is  attached  to  the  Mid-Tvne  I eehnical  College.  I he 
( entral  area  ol  [arrow  will  be  served  In  a Communitv  Centre  and  Youth 
Centre  with  attached  out-door  laciliiies.  Existing'  Communitv  and 
\ otith  Centres  will  continue  to  be  used  and  old  school  buildings  adopter! 
to  serve  the  main  residential  groups  in  both  towns.  Schools,  places  ol 
worship,  shops,  cinemas,  public  houses,  placing  fields  and  allotments 
will  be  sited  to  meet  the  distributed  population. 
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industry:  04  acres  are  allocated  lor  industrial  expansion  and 
development  , 50  acres  in  J arrow  and  14  acres  in  Mebburn.  Dcvelop- 
neni  will  be  approximately  on  the  sites  that  industry  occupy  at  present. 

Road  System: — I he  road  system  round  and  through  the  towns  is  to 
be  improved  and  modified  in  conjunction  with  the  proposed  tunnel  under- 
neath the  Tyne  whose  southern  entrance  will  be  near  the  existing 
pedestrian  tunnel  in  J arrow. 

Sewage  Disposal: — -.No  specific  proposals  are  made  in  the  Plan  to 
alter  the  present  practice  of  discharging  all  untreated  sewage  into  the 
River  Tyne  or  Don,  but  there  is  vacant  riverside  land  which  can  be  used 
lor  sewage  treatment  works. 

;b)  Comprehensive  Development  Plan  for  Jarrow. 

During  the  preparation  of  the  Town  .Map  for  Jarrow  and  Hebburn, 
it  was  apparent  that  the  inner  area  of  the  Borough  would  lend  itsell  to 
redevelopment  as  a whole  because  of  the  present  bad  lay-out  and  obsolete 
development.  This  area  comprises  1 9th  of  the  total  area  of  the  Borough 
and  is  bounded  by  the  River  Tyne  on  the  North,  Newcastle-South  Shields 
Hlectric  Railway  on  the  South,  Jarrow  Slake  on  the  Bast  and  Bowes 
Mineral  Railway  on  the  W est.  The  County  Planning  Officer  describes 
tin'  need  lor  redevelopment  in  this  area  in  his  written  analysis,  thus:  — 

“Almost  all  the  buildings  in  the  area  are  obsolete,  but  the  greatest 
problem  arises  from  the  dwellings  themselves,  75%  of  which  will  require 
replacement  as  being  unlit  tor  human  habitation.  The  residential  areas 
are  drab  and  depressing,  being  laid  out  on  a grid-iron  pattern  which 
complied  with  the  minimum  byelaw  standards  in  operation  at  the  time  of 
development,  and  having  an  average  net  residential  densitv  of  approxi- 
mately 127  persons  per  acre.  These  factors,  together  with  overcrowding 
and  the'  existence  ol  non-conlorming  uses,  combine  to  make  an  environ- 
ment for  home  life  which  is  untenable  on  present  day  standards 

The  Town  Centre,  the  main  shopping'  and  business  area,  is  totally 
unworthy  of  a town  of  the  size,  importance  and  historic  associations  of 
Jarrow.  A visitor  who  does  not  know  Jarrow  might  assume  front  the 
deserted  and  derelict  appearance  ol  the  shopping  centre  itsell  that  it  had 
suffered  severe  war  damage.  He  would  be  surprised  to  learn  that  this  is 
not  so,  and  that,  despiu  the  return  of  increased  prosperity,  the  derelict 
shops  and  vacant  sites  have  never  recovered  from  the  depression  ol  the 
1930’s.  As  a whole,  the  town  centre  lacks  cohesion,  has  little  ol  archi- 
tectural merit,  and  is  difficult  to  reach  from  most  parts  ol  the  town;  its 
decay  will  continue  unless  some  way  can  be  found  ol  making  it  more 
attractive  both  to  traders  and  visitors. 

It  will  be  shown  in  the  following  chapters  that  the  measures  which 
are  necessary  to  revitalise  the  town  centre  are  closely  linked  to  the 
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solution  ol  another  problem  the  need  lor  an  improved  road  svslcm  in 
the  old  pari  ol  llu  town.  \l  preseiil.  this  provides  ;•  devious  and 
depressing  roule  lor  through  trallie  and  also  tails  lo  meet  1 1 ) « need-,  ol 
local  trallie  visiting  the  town  centre  and  riverside  induslries.  Il  re(|mres 
drastii  improvement  both  in  routing,  alignment  and  width,  an  I should 
be  ini  (.'orate  I with  t he  on  I ranee  to  the  proposed  I v tie  i mine  I which  is  to 
be  in  the  Comprehensive  Development  Area. 

\ lurther  problem  is  presented  bv  the  serious  lack  ol  social  and 
recreational  laeilities.  Obsolete  schools  must  be  replaced,  new  public 
buildings  are  required,  and  prov  ision  must  be  made  lor  open  space  rcadilv 
accessible  to  those  living  in  the  area  or  visiting  it  for  shopping  and  other 
purposes" 

I'he  Plan  proposes  to  demolish  most  ol  the  dwelling  houses  in  the 
central  development  area  and  re-develop  with  hi<_’h  densitv  building 
behind  the  riverside  Irin^e  ol  the  Borough  reserved  lor  industry.  A new 
shopping'  centre  at  the  junction  ol  1*11 1 i son  Street  and  (iran.ee  Road,  at 
present  occupied  bv  sub-standard  dwelling  houses,  will  be  erected  so  as 
to  form  a new  town  centre  around  the  existing  public  buildings. 

Over  the  last  three  years,  103  houses  in  Oucen’s  Road  Area  and  2<HS 
houses  in  Stead  Street  Area  haw  been  demolished.  During  the  present 
vear  ,305  house  s m Monkton  Road,  Caledonian  Road,  Charles  Street, 
Hibernian  Road  and  Hibson  Street  have  been  inspected  and  represented 
as  a Slum  Clearance  Area.  Idle  I’hotocraph  overleaf  shows  the  tvpc  ol 
sub-standard  cottage-  property  in  this  area.

The  additional  duty  of  testing  new  drains  on  the  Council’s  Housing 
Instates,  with  their  travelling  to  and  from,  has  taken  up  part  ol  the 
Inspectors’  time. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  year  has  passed  without  the  Council  being 
able  to  appoint  another  Sanitary  Inspector. 

With  the  staff  available  it  has  been  our  endeavour  to  give  some  time 
and  attention  to  the  various  sections  ot  the  work  and  the  results  are 
detailed  in  my  Report.

April  and  Mat  being  the  months  of  peak  notification.  Slighth  less  than 
one-third  of  the  cases  were  in  the  Simonside  ward,  the  remainder  being 
distributed  equallv  amongst  the  other  wards  in  the  Borough.  Fifteen  cases 
of  measles  (4%)  were  children  under  the  age  of  one  vear,  62.2%  between 
one  and  five,  and  33.5°,,  in  the  school  age  group.
